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DETAILED ACTION 
Advisory Action 

Applicant's amendment after-Final filed March 30, 2005 will be entered upon filing of a 
Notice of Appeal and an Appeal Brief 

Applicant's arguments have been fully considered, however they are not found 
persuasive. Applicant asserts unexpected results in maximing the synergistic effect of the 
combined nickel-manganese oxides and manganese-based oxides for the active material of the 
instant lithium battery. As discussed in the prior Office action, Pynenburg et al. teaches or at 
least suggests that the relative proportions of the mixed oxide components are indeed result- 
effective. Pynenburg et al.'s teachings that the total cell capacity is proportional to the area 
under the curve for each of the cathode oxide active materials is considered to maximize the 
combined effects of the two materials, not unlike applicant's assertion that the synergistic effect 
of the combined oxides is an unexpected result. Thus, applicant's results are not found to be 
"unexpected" per se.
